Proposed new constitution of the D.S.A. 


The proposed new constitution had been circulated to Governors. The Chairman 
asked Mr. Michael Sheldon to speak to the document since he had had discussions 
on it with the D.S.A. Mr. Sheldon said that the following changes would meet 
with the acceptance of the D.S.A.:

In Article II, replace the word "academic" by the word "educational". Add 
at the end of this Article the words, "on which the association is entitled to 
representation." 


In Article IV section 3 k) replace the words "Academic Vice-President" by 
"Educational Vice-President" and replace the word "academic" throughout 
this section by the word "educational". 


On a motion duly made, seconded and carried, the Board resolved to adopt the 
proposed new D.S.A. constitution in principle, on the understanding that the final 
wording would be brought back to the Board for approval. 


Resolutions from the Senate 


On a motion duly made and seconded, the Board approved the following 
resolutions which had been passed at the January 30 meeting of the Senate; 


1) "That Senate recommend that the Board of Governors grant full voting 
rights to the two non-voting members of the Council of the Faculty of 
Commerce and Administration; The Registrar's representative and the 
Library representative." 


2) "That Senate recommend to the Board of Governors that Council 
membership be changed as follows: 


S.G.W. Faculty of Arts - add: 


1 member of the Council of the Loyola Faculty of Arts and 
Science, appointed by that Council. 


Loyola Faculty of Arts and Science - add: 


1 member of the Council of the Sir George Williams Faculty of 
Arts, appointed by that Council." 


3) "That Senate recommends to the Board of Governors that the following be 
substituted for the present section on "B" Councillors in the composition 
of the Council of the Sir George Williams Faculty of Science: - 


"B" Councillors - six members elected by tie Professors, Associate 
Professors, Assistant Professors and Lecturers (full-time) from 
among their number of the rank of Professor, Associate Professor 


or Assistant Professor, for a three year term. No more than four 
shall be from the same Department." 


6. Any other business 


(i) Dr. McGraw requested a breakdown by faculty of the Operating Budget of the 
University. Dr. Smola undertook to provide this. 


(i1) The Board passed a motion of thanks to Mr. C. Secord for his contribution to the 
work of the Board.
